Seven Guns and All His Baggage

An unofficial 
telegram from Bloemfontein stated 
that the guns had been recovered, but 
at the War Office the report is dis- 
credited. Altogether the affair, 
though not nearly s0 disastrous from

“Upon hearing this morning that 
Broadwood was hard pressed, I imme- 
diately ordered Gen. French, with two 
remaining cavalry brigades, to follow 
in support of the Ninth Division. The 
latter, after a magnificent march, ar- 
rived on the scene of action shortly 
after 2 p.m. Broadwood’s force con- 
sisted of the Royal Household Cav- 
alry, the Tenth Hussars, the Q and U 
batteries of the Royal Horse Artillery 
and Pilcher’s battalion of mounted in- 
fantry.

LEPROSY HERE. 


STATES. 

(New York Tribune:] That leprosy 
exists within the Jimits of the actual 
United States is known to many peo- 
ple, but that it exists to a 
and is endemic in a number of States 
is known to but few. Such, however, 
is the present condition of affairs, and 
as the disease is contagious and one of 
the mast dreaded diseases known to 
science, it is a state of affairs not 
pleasant to contemplate, nor one to be 
allowed to take its course without 
preventive action. The surest and 
best method to prevent the spread of 
the disease would, of course, be the 
complete and absolute isolation of ail 
sufferers, and the making this isolation 
compulsory, without regard to the 
previous estate or position in society 
of the leper. While hardshi would 
doubtless ensue, the good to the many 
would justify such drastic action. It is 
said, however, that for certgin reasons 
it would be all but impossible to get 
Congress to pass such a law. 

It has been found, on the other 
hand, that leprous patients are not 
averse to voluntary isolation, as ex- 
“periments in Norway have abundantly 
proved, and in order to take advantage 
of this condition of the leper’s mind, 
Dr. Albert 8. Ashmead of this city, and 
Father L. ‘W. Mulhaney of Ohio, have 
drafted a national leper law for the 
suppression and prevention of leprosy 
in the United States. This bill, after 
calling attention to the evident spread 
of leprosy in every country where 
isolation is not practiced, provides for 
a square mile to be set aside for a 
-national leper home, either in Yellow- 
stone Park, or in some. other dry 
climate antagonistic to the life of the 
leper bacillus. Buildings are provided 
for in the bill for the use of the pa- 
tients, and provision is made only for 
voluntary submission to the care of the 
government. The bill also makes pro- 
vision, among other things, to prevent 
lepers from entering the United States 
in future. 

Dr. Ashmead, formerly chief medical 
adviser to the government of Japan, 
and who has made a lifelong study of 
leprosy; when seen at his office yester-

POLITICAL PARTIES. 
WL—EARLY LOCAL AND STATE 


PARTY ORGANIZATION. 
BY JESSE MACY, LL.D. 


Just as the government of the United 
States is the outgrowth of the two in- 
dependent and sometimes conflicting 
} ideas of localism and centralization, so 
ls Arherican party machinery a devel- 
opment from two independent sources 
and along two corresponding independ. 
ent lines. The history of national nom- 
inations has been traced in previous 
chapters, till the uncertain and irregu.- 
lar party methods of earlier years have 
been seen to give way to the great 
Federal nominating body, with its selt- 
perpetuating organization. But there 
is also the intricate local and State 
party apparatus correlated to the Fed- 
eral party machinery and essential to 
ite harmonious working. Thies hatter is 
of far older origin, far more diverse 
in form, and has a more varied F 
obscure history. | 
NOMINATIONS IN THE COLONIES.

So 
in the colonies candidacies were fre- 
quently self-announced, especialiy m 
the South, where, as well ae in the 
Southwestern States, that method 
largely prevailed down to the civil 
war. But in the northern colonies it 
was more common for cliques of the 
' Jeading men in a community to agree 
together in private conference respect- 
ing those for whom the people shoulda 
be asked to vote in an approaching 
election. This sort of influence con- 
trolled the New England town mecting 
to a great extent and the “parior caw. 
cuses,”’ as they came later to be callie, 
were a really worthy and acceptable 
political agent. They fairly repre- 
sented the limited number of _ legal 
_ voters, and they led in general to the 
Choice of suitable persons for office. 

Some sort of official nomination also 
grew up in certain colonies by which 
men designated for the purpose in 
each county chose candidates, while in 
Connecticut a complex system arose 
by which the freemen of the colony 
were accustomed to vote for their Gov- 
ernor and magistrates from a list of 
candidates nominated by deputies of 
each town and the central “court of 
eléction,”” and votes could be cast for 
those only who had been previously 
nominated. There seems to have been 
an imperceptible change, at least in 
the northern colonies, by which nomi- 
nego by private conference of lead- 

ng citizens and men of substance be- 
came nomination by members of the 

Legislature. Perhaps it was because 
these men of means and influence had 
become legislators and could act in that 
capacity, as well as in that of simple 
citizens. 

_ Prof. Howard, author of “Local Con- 
stitutional History of the Unit 
States,”’ finds in the colonial records o 
Massachue¢etts evidence of the grailual 
development of a nominating system, 

in which are the becinnings oi both the 
caucus, or primary, and the convention, 
°funning back to the year 1640. Nom 
nations for magistrates were made by 
the freemen in town meeting. and the 
general court acting as a canvassing 
board returned back to the several 
towns the names of those having the 
largest number of votes as the accepted 
candidates to be voted for at the gern- 
eral election. Two years later a change 
in procedure required each town to se- 
lect one or two freemén, who should 
all meet and agree upon the required 
number “of the mest able and fit men” 
to be nomirated for magistrates; white 
only those so nominated should be elli- 
igible. By this law the delegates 
chosen by the “primaries”, met in 
“State convention” to make the nomi- 
nations. 

RISE OF THE CAUCUS. 

The word caucus did not come into 
use until about the year 1724, when, 
historians tell us, a group of some 
twenty men in the town cf Boston,,of 
whom the father of the patriotic orator, 
Samuel Adams, was one, were accus- 
tomed to meet to consider practical 
questions in local politics and to “lay 
their plans for introducing certain per- 
sons into places of trust and power.” 
Then, having agreed as to the persons, 
each member of the group used his In- 
fluence with others to accomplish what 
they wished. And they provided “bal- 
lots, including the names of the par- 
ties fixed upon, which they distributed 
upon the days of election.” So suc- 
cessful were their methods that “they 
generally carried the elections to their 
own mind. In like manner it was that 
Samuel Adams first became a re re- 
sentative for ‘Hoston.” (Gordon's iis- 
tory of the American Revolution.”’) 

Becaues these meetings were at- 
tended by certain mechanics called 
“caulkers,” from the shipbuilding 
yards at the north end of Boston, they 


came to be called ‘“calkers’ clubs,” 
which was corrupted into “caucus 
clube” or “caucuses.”” Though writers 


differ, this is the derivation given by 
colonial authors of the word which 
fills so large a place in American po- 
litical history. Like many another in- 
etitution unknown to the law, the cau- 
cus has played a far more influential 
part in politics than have multitudes 
of governmental devices having ail le- 
gal sanctions. The caucus of pre- 
revolutionary times was identical in its 
functions with the caucus, or “pri- 
mary” of today. | 
Closely allied to the caucus clubs in 
composition and purpose were the 
numerous patriotic societies and com- 
| mittees of safety which: sprung up 
throughout the land before and during 
the revolution—such as the “Sons of 
Liberty” with its many branches. 
, Wherever despotic government presses 
upon a people intelligent enough to 
work together to accomplish an end, 
such organizations always arise. The 
people inevitably combine to res‘st op- 
pression. To some extent the Ameri- 
can societies were modeled after the 
French Jacobin societies, but they acted 
also as nominating bodies. When one 
of these societies, or caucuses, ap- 
pointed a committee of conference to 
meet with other committees from other 
‘clubs to consider in respect to candl- 
dates for elective office they instituted 
what was really, in effect, a delegate 
convention.

The State convention seems 
to have been the method first employed 
for the nomination of State elective of- 
ficers. State conventions had been the 
medium for framing the State consti- 
tutions and for the ratification of the 
ederal Constitution, and were 
to the citizens. The early State nomi- 
nating conventions for selecting candi- 
dates for Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor, though often irregularly con- 
stituted, were in some instances regu- 
larly called and were made up of dele- 
gates chosen by the party voters in the 
counties. In others they were com- 
posed of a small number of party lead- 
ers from different parts of the State. 
he first State convention which can 
be called “regular’’ seems to have been 
that held in Harrisburg, Pa., in 1788. 
THE LEGISLATIVE CAUCUS. 
But the difficulties and expense of 
travel were, perhaps, the chief caus 
of a gradual change in the manage- 
ment of both State and national party 
politics. This was the substitution of 
the legislative caucus for the S8tate 
convention, and the adoption of the 
‘Co jonal caucus for making Pres- 
idential nominations. It, wae both con- 
. venient and economical to leave to the 
‘legislators already assembled at the 
‘Capitals the business of making nomi- 
‘nations along with their other political 
duties. By the beginning of the cen- 
tury the practice of nominating the 
State elective officers through the joint 
caucus of party members of the two 
branches of the State Legislature had 
become general and was the prevailing 
system until the year 1824—the laget year 
of the national Congressional caucue— 
while it did not finally yield to the 
‘eonvention-system until 1835. Even as 
| late as 1843, ac is to Niles’s Regis- 
ter, a legislative nominating caucus 
was held in Maine. oe 
The system was all the time subject 
to severe criticism and strong opposi- 
tion as aristocratic, unfair, contrary to 
the democratic tendencies of the age. 
Those districts in the State which sent 
Fedéralist representatives to the as- 
sembly were wholly unrepresented in 
the Republican caucus, as were Repub- 
Hean districts in the Federal caucus, 
until, to meet that objection, the cau- 
cus hip was in some cases ex- 
panded to include delegates especially 
sent up from unrepresented portions of 
the State. The legislators were natur- 
ally disposed to cling tenaciously to the 
ower which: had fallen into their 
nds, but the popular discontent was 
widespread and continued to gather 


convention grew in favor, and was 
adopted in many States for the selec- 
tion of candidates for the State elective 
offices before it wae accepted for Presi- 
dential nominations. 

The State legislative ca aid not 
always confine itself to nomina- 
tion of State officers: it occasionally, 
even in the early years of the republic, 
recommended candidates for the Presi 
dency, and from the year 
practice prevailed quite widely 
throughout the stage of transition from 
the Congressional caucus to the na- 
tional nominating convention. In some 
cases these nominations were made by 
the State Legislature in ite official ca- 
pacity. In 180% many of the States 
thus put forward the name of Jefferson 
for a second term. 7 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE NOMINAT- 

ING CONVENTION. 
. The progressive consolidation of party 
machinery, resulting in. the complete 
ascendency of the convention system, 
took place more rapidly in some States 
than in others. Permanent party or- 
ganization with regular, published callie 
for the various county and State con- 
ventions, seems to have been achieved 
in Pennsylvania very early in the pres- 
ent century. Irregularities there were 
at first, but the parties (or, at least, 
the Democratic party) soon adopted 
definite orderly arrangements for del- 
egate conventions in the several elec- 
tion areas. Massachusetts, previously 
the leader in political development, 
followed more slowly than Pennsylva- 
nia the path of party organization, but 
Congressional and county conventions 
had begun to be held there as early as 
1802, and in 1808 .the call for a conven. 
tion definitely stated the number of 
delegates to which each town was en- 
titled. District conventions for nom- 
inating candidates for the State Sen- 
ate, to which delegates were chosen by 
primaries in the cities and towns of the 
district, began to be held in New York 
about 1811, and the first State nominat- 
ing convention was that of 1817, while 
the last State legislative caucue in that 
State was as late as 1824. This year 
marks the final vielding by the Demo- 
cratic members of 
Legislature of the power to nominate 
the party candidate for Governor. In 
other States a similar adjustment: of 
party organization to the convention 
system was effected in course of periods 
of varying length, and the year 1835 
may be said to mark the domination of 
the system. 

The first “calls” for conventions were 
often anonymous, but they were later 
signed by officers of district or town 
committees.

MANILA, Feb. 22.—{Associated Press 
Wired from Chicago, 
April 2.) The news that civil govern- 
ment is soon to be established in the 
Philippines gives the greatest satisfac- 
tion to all residents.

AN INGENIOUS DEVICE. 

A MACHINE FOR SORTING STEEL 
| BALLS 


[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 

NEW YORK. March 24.—An  in- 
Senious and clever invention is being 
used for the sorting of steel balis ac- 
cording to quality. By it the cracked 
balls are prevented from being passed 
as perfect. Formerly the faulty balls 
were picked out by skillful workme . 
who examined each ball separately 
the aid of a magnifying glass. This 
entailed a great deal of work, and 
was very tedious, besides being not 
by any méans reliable, as many of the 
defects in the best quality of steel 
cannot be detected by a magnifying 
glass. The new machine is based on 
the law relating to the rebound of 
elastic objects. It consists of a cylin- 
der provided with a piston, which 
moves up and down upon a fixed 
axle. The balls are Placed on the 
top of this piston, and they are 
raised by mechanical means, and are 


allowed to drop over th 
cylinder down an 
They all describe a parabolic trajec- 
tory, and then rebound upon an im- 
pact surface. Those having the de- 
sired degree of elasticity wi!l clear a 
stop or barrier formed a ring 
while balls which have defective hard- 
ness, and consequently an inferior

JOHN BULL’S TABLE. The West- 
minster Review has prepared some fig- 
ures on the subject of food account in 
London, to which these comments are 
added: “In 1888 we expended in Eng- 
land £46,000.000 on wheat, £380,000,000 
on meat, £31,000.000 on tea and sugar, 
making a total of £157,000,000, or £4 5s 
per inhabitant. In 1897 we expended 
£189,000,000 on food out of a total of 
£ 481,000,000, showing an increase over 
1888 (ten years earlier.) of £30,000,000, 
which sum is far in excess of the re- 
quirements of the increased population 
during that period. Value of food itm- 
ports, common necessaries of life, such 
as wheat, sugar, meat, butter, cheese, 
tea, coffee, rice, eggs and potatoes, 
fresh fruits, spirits and wine, was in 
1860, £69.000,000: 1870, £91.000,000; 1880, 
£160,.000,000; 1889, £153,000,000; 897 
£189,000,000. In tons, total amount of 
food for year from 1860 was 3,500,000 
tons, rising to 10,910,000 in 1889, or 640 
pounds of food per inhabitant, and, al- 
lowing for a corresponding rise from 
1889 to 1899, we should have something
